On August 21, 1961, the “Houston /Chronicle" carried 
an article captioned "More freedom riders willrbe sent to 
Houston." This article reported that JAMES/FARMER, President 
of the CORE organization, made a statemen in "New York that his 
organization would continue to support freedom rides until 
segregation' was completely eliminated from public carriers. 
FARMER reportedly stated that more "freedom riders" would be 
sent to Houston within two weeks. FARMER reportedly stated the 
CORE organization was optimistic about the expected rulings - 
from the Interstate Commerce Commission (ICC) but that CORE 
would insist the ICC withdraw charters of any transportation 
companies which supported segregation.

This article reported that District Attorney 
FRANK BRISCOE at Houston stated if additional freedom riders 
came to Houston they would be arrested and “could be subject to 
prosecution." BRISCOE reportedly stated that because of the 
type of lease involved, the Union Station Restaurant at Houston 
seems to be more for the benefit of the general public than 
train passengers and the owners of the railroad. station building 
maintained no control over the restaurant.

"The Southern Patriot" was cited as an "organ" of the 
SOUTHERN CONFERENCE FOR HUMAN WELFARE (SCHW) by Cie, Committee on 
Un-American Activities, House Report 592, on the SCHW, June 
12, 1947. 


The SCHW was cited as a communist front by the 
Committee on Un-American Activities, House Report 592, June 
16, 1947. 


An amendment to the charter of the SCHW changed the 
name of that organization to the SCEF, and listed its purpose 
as being to improve the educational and cultural standards of 
the Southern People in accordance with the highest American 
democratic institutions, traditions, and ideals. The amendment 
was dated April 26, 1946. 


A source, who is familiar with some phases of 
Communist Party (CP) activity in the New Orleans area, advised 
on May 18, 1960, that during the time the SCHW was in existence, 
CP members were members of and worked actively in the SCHW. 
However, since the formation of the SCEF, rank and file CP 
members have not been encouraged to work in the SCEF. The 
source stated that the SCEF is a progressive, liberal organization, 
which he considers a CP front organization because it has gone 
along with the CP on certain issues, particularly on the racial 
question, and through the years, certain CP members in the New: 
Orleans area haye been assigned tc work in the organization 
to further CP principles.
